ON INTERVIEW

In the line 
Peers played a fine game at end, 
as did Gross. Captain, Peterson

Parker's ‘50-Y}rd Run Thrill of Game

‘Though rugged at times, ' 


Jaysee Ramblers showed flashes 
of a powerful offense defeating 
Menlo 6-0. 

The score is no indication of 
the difference between the teams. 
Menlo only once crossed the 50- 
yard line, and that was in the 
closing moments of the game 
when some prayerful passes con- 


nected. to advance them into 
scoring territory just before the 
final gun. ; 


‘The two weeks’ practice followed 

the San Francisco game was evi- 
dent in the way the Ramblers 
marched down ‘the field in the 
first half. Only a stubborn Menlo 
defense kept them. from scoring 
in the initial period when, long 
runs by Slade and the’ plunging 
of Shadduck carried them to the 
four-yar@ mark where they lost 
the ball to Menlo on downs. 

Stan Parker, playing against his 
former teammates, ripped off some 
nice gains and made the. longest 
run of the day when he traveled 
50 yards over tackle soon after 
the opening of the second half. 

The Salinas score came early in 
the third quarter with Slade run- 
ning the ball down to the three 
yard line when Massoni punched 
it over. Gottlieb’s. kick from 
placement was low and wide. 

The Ramblers’. line lived up to 
its reputation of being one of 
the strongest defensive lines in 
these parts. The ‘ Menlo backs 
found it-an immovable object and 
had to resort to the air for yard- 
age. Thorup was the outstanding 
lineman slipping through into the 
Menlo. backfield. with disturbing 
regularity. A freak shift left no 
lineman opposite him, 
and he charged thrqugh to upset 
many Menlo plays before their 
start. “Chuck” Rogers played a 
bang-up game at center and it 
looks as if Coach Powers. has 
found in him the solution to the 
center problem. The ends, Clark, 
Canipbell and Skaden played fine 
games, D. Boyd, Blamer, Woods 
and Vasquez, although not flashy 
linemen, were in there on every 
play, and these boys are the sec- 
ret of the “immovable line” men- 
tioned above. Lane called a smart 
game from the quarter spot and 
deserves all the credit he gets. 
Hanley and Massoni did some nice 
blocking. ‘
